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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


The  Newcastle  Emlyn  Rural  District,  a large  portion  of  which  lies  in  the  beautiful 
Vale  of  Teify,  covers  an  area  of  82,842  acres,  and  extends  from  Cenarth  in  the  eastern 
extremity  to  Llanycrwys  in  the  north-west.  The  district  is  divided  into  eight  Parishes, 
viz.  : Cenarth,  Llangeler,  Llanfihangel-ar-Arth,  Llanllwni,  Llanfihangel  Rhos-y-Corn, 
Llanybyther,  Llanycrwys  and  Pencarreg.  As  is  expected  in  a rural  area  of  this 
nature  farming  is  the  basic  industry,  with  the  emphasis  on  dairy  farming. 

The  mid-year  home  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  for  1960  is 
8,230. 

For  Registration  purposes  the  area  is  divided  into  the  following  two  Registration 
Sub-Districts  : — 

Cenarth 

Llanybyther. 

The  Rateable  value  of  the  area  is  £38,680,  the  sum  represented  by  a Penny  Rate 
£144,  and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  according  to  the 
Rate  Book  is  2,825.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


Hospital,  Laboratory  and  Ambulance  Facilities  : 

The  district  is  served  mainly  by  the  West  Wales  General  Hospital,  Carmarthen 
and  Cardigan  Hospital,  with  provision  for  cases  of  infectious  diseases  at  the  West 
Wales  Isolation  Hospital,  Upper  Tumble,  Nr.  Llanelly.  Cases  of  mental  disease 
receive  treatment  at  St.  David’s  Hospital,  Carmarthen.  The  nearest  treatment 
centre  for  venereal  diseases  is  at  Llanelly. 

Bacteriological  and  pathological  investigations  are  carried  out  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Penlan  Road,  Carmarthen  and  the  Pathological  Department, 
Glangwili  respectively,  and  the  resources  of  these  laboratories  are  always  available 
to  medical  practitioners. 

Ambulance  facilities,  including  facilities  for  the  transport  of  sitting  car  cases,  are 
under  the  control  of  the  County  Council. 

Home  Nursing  Services  : 

The  area  is  served  by  : 

(а)  Three  District  Nurses  under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council  with 
District  Nursing  Associations,  viz.  : Llanybyther,  Velindre  and  Newcastle  Emlyn. 

(б)  One  District  Nurse  in  the  direct  employ  of  the  County  Council  at  Pencader. 
The  District  Nurses  also  undertake  the  midwifery  work  in  their  areas. 

Infant  Welfare  Centres  : 

There  are  three  Infant  Welfare  Centres  in  the  area — Llanybyther,  Pencader  and 
Velindre. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  : 

There  are  no  Ante-Natal  Clinics  in  the  area. 

National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951  : 

Section  47  of  the  1948  Act— Removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of 
care  and  attention. 

Since  commencing  duties  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Authority,  no  action 
under  the  above  Acts  has  been  taken  for  the  removal  of  any  person. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

The  Council’s  Surveyor  reports  as  follows  on  the  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  1960 
•with  regard  to  Water  Supply  also  Drainage  and  Sewerage  : 
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Water  Supply 

Generally  the  position  is  that  under  normal  conditions  most  of  the  area  is  adequately 
supplied  with  water.  However,  little  is  held  in  reserve,  and  in  consequence  the  main- 
tenance of  an  adequate  supply  in  the  summer  months  becomes  problematical, 
especially  during  prolonged  periods  of  dry  weather.  Efforts  to  overcome  this  have 
been  made  throughout  the  years  by  augmenting  various  supplies,  and  on  the  whole, 
this  has  proved  satisfactory.  Additional  demands,  however,  have  been  made  on  the 
various  schemes  (through  new  sewerage  schemes  in  several  of  the  larger  villages, 
modernisation  of  houses,  erection  of  additional  Council  Houses  and  numerous  ex- 
tensions to  serve  the  farming  community)  and  these  prevent  the  building  up  of 
adequate  reserves  in  order  to  cater  for  drought  periods  and  serious  leakages. 

Most  of  the  sources  of  supply  are  from  upland  springs,  the  three  main  ones  being 
at  Ffynnon  Nanto  in  Llanllwni  ; Cwm  Hust,  Llanybyther  and  at  Maudsland.  Smaller 
springs  are  situated  at  Llangeler,  Llanycrwys,  Brechfa,  Abergorlech,  Rhydcymerau, 
Cwmanne,  New  Inn,  Pontwelly,  Clynperffaith,  Penrherber  and  Tanglwst.  The 
quality  of  the  raw  water  at  most  of  these  springs  is  considered  satisfactory,  but 
chlorination  is  used  at  Llanllwni  and  Clynperffaith  and  filtration  and  chlorination  at 
Maudsland.  It  has  also  been  found  necessary  to  chlorinate  at  Tanglwst.  During 
drought  conditions  it  has  been  necessary  to  augment  the  Clynperffaith  and  Llangeler 
supplies  by  pumping  from  nearby  streams.  This  water  is  adequately  chlorinated. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Three  main  sewerage  schemes  are  functioning  in  the  area,  at  Llanybyther,  Cwmanne 
and  Pencader.  The  scheme  at  Cwmanne  is  a joint  one  with  the  Lampeter  Borough 
Council  and  the  disposal  works  are  situated  in  the  latter’s  area. 

A further  joint  scheme  with  the  Teifiside  Rural  District  Council  has  been  commenced 
at  Pontwelly,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  functioning  some  time  towards  the  end 
of  1961. 

Further  immediate  schemes  are  envisaged  for  Velindre  and  Pentrecourt. 

Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958  : 

Housing  (House  Purchase  and  Housing)  Act,  1959  : 

During  the  year  twelve  applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  approved  by  the 
Council.  This  is  a Grant,  which  house-owners  can  obtain  as  a right,  i.e.  all  Local 
Authorities  throughout  the  country  must  operate  the  Act.  Subject  to  certain  reserv- 
ations, an  owner  can  obtain  a grant  up  to  a maximum  of  £155  of  installing  five  basic 
amenities,  viz.,  a bath  or  shower  in  a separate  room,  wash-hand  basin,  water  closet, 
hot  water  system  and  a food  store. 

Forty-nine  applications  for  the  Discretionary  Grant  were  approved,  under  which 
up  to  half  of  the  estimated  cost  of  more  extensive  improvements  may  be  paid,  subject 
to  a maximum  grant  of  £400. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Refuse  collection  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour.  Collections  vary  from  once  weekly 
in  large  villages  to  once  monthly  in  the  more  remote  parts  of  the  district.  Two  sites  are 
used  for  the  disposal  of  refuse,  namely  at  Treale  and  Llanllwni  mountain,  the  latter 
being  a controlled  tip. 


CARAVAN  SITES 

During  the  year  the  “Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960”, 
received  the  Royal  Assent,  and  came  into  effect  on  the  29th  August,  1960.  This 
Act  confers  on  Local  Authorities  more  effective  powers  for  controlling  caravan  sites. 
As  well  as  strengthening  the  powers  of  Planning  Authorities  it  introduces  a new 
licensing  system  to  be  administered  by  Local  Authorities. 

Briefly  the  aim  is  to  secure  that  all  Caravan  Sites,  whether  Residential  or  Holiday 
Sites,  are  properly  equipped  and  managed.  There  are  also  provisions  for  dealing  with 
existing  sites  which  fall  short  of  the  standards  required. 

No  licences  were  issued  relative  to  moveable  dwellings  during  the  year. 


SCHOOLS 

The  Local  Education  Authority  is  the  County  Council.  There  are  19  Primary 
Schools  within  the  Rural  area. 

No  schools  within  the  area  of  the  Rural  District  were  closed  on  account  of  infectious 
diseases  during  1960.

With  the  exception  of  the  one  case  of  Tuberculosis  (Other  Forms)  notified  in 
January,  1960  the  above  table  classifies  in  age  groups  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
notified  in  the  area  during  the  period  April  to  December.  During  the  first  quarter  of 
the  year,  i.e.  before  I took  over  duties  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Authority, 
thirty-nine  cases  of  Measles  occurred  in  the  area  according  to  the  Registrar- General’s 
Weekly  Returns  of  Infectious  Diseases,  etc.  However,  particulars  of  these  cases  are 
not  available  and  consequantly  it  has  not  been  possible  to  classify  them  in  age 
groups. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  during  the  year  no  case  of  Food  Poisoning,  Diphtheria 
or  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  area. 

With  regard  to  Diphtheria  I should  very  much  like  to  stress  upon  parents  the  need 
for  the  continued  immunisation  of  all  children  against  this  disease  and  that  they 
receive  “boosting”  doses  at  five  yearly  intervals. 

With  regard  to  Poliomyelitis,  as  members  are  aware,  in  1956  vaccination  against 
this  disease  first  became  available  to  children  in  certain  age  groups,  and  during  the 
latter  part  of  1958  the  age  groups  were  extended  to  include  persons  up  to  the  age  of 
25  years.  During  1960  the  age  groups  were  further  extended  and  any  person  up  to 
40  years  of  age  could  receive  vaccination.  Although  it  is  not  claimed  that  vaccination 
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against  the  disease  will  guarantee  complete  immunity,  it  is  quite  certain  that  a high 
percentage  of  those  vaccinated  will  develop  complete  immunity,  and  I would  therefore 
advise  all  those  eligible  to  have  this  protection.

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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT  AND  REGULATIONS 


The  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  area  is  the  County  Council.  Mr.  D.  R. 
Watkins,  Chief  Inspector  of  the  County  Council,  reports  as  follows  on  work  done 
during  the  year  in  the  area  of  the  Newcastle  Emlyn  Rural  District  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  and  the  various  Regulations  and  Orders  relating  to  articles  of 
food  and  drugs  : — 

The  total  number  of  samples  procured  for  analysis  for  compositional  quality  and 
purity  was  172.  Forty-seven  of  these  were  formal  samples  of  milk  which  were  sub- 
mitted to  the  Public  Analyst.  The  remaining  samples  were  tested  by  officers  of  this 
department  and  comprised  113  informal  samples  of  milk  taken  mainly  at  schools  and 
12  samples  of  alcoholic  spirits  purchased  at  licensed  premises. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  135  samples  of  milk  taken  at  schools  and  other  establish- 
ments were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  one  sample  of  milk  was  sent  for  biological  examination.

PRIVATE  SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

There  are  three  small  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  area,  and  these  are  regularly 
visited  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  purposes  of  meat  inspection. 

New  legislation  has  been  introduced  by  Parliament  dealing  with  Slaughterhouses 
in  general,  and  arising  from  this  a meeting  of  those  interested  in  the  meat  trade  was 
convened  by  the  Council  in  order  to  discuss  the  existing  slaughtering  facilities  in  the 
area  and  the  probable  future  requirements.  Following  this  a detailed  Report  was 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  and  this  Report  has 
been  available  for  inspection  by  the  public. 

Of  the  three  slaughterhouses  actually  in  use,  not  one  was  up  to  the  required 
standard,  but  the  owners  of  two  slaughterhouses  have  submitted  proposals  which 
when  put  into  effect  and  completed  will  result  in  both  slaughterhouses  complying 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations.  Furthermore,  an  application  was  received 
for  a licence  in  respect  of  a proposed  new  slaughterhouse.
